Pierre Hétu, born in Montreal, graduated in music at the — 
Conservatoire de Montréal and at the Music Department of the Université de 
Montréal. He studied conducting in Paris and spent three consecutive summers 
at the Chigiana Music Academy in Sienna, Italy. In 1961 he won the first prize 
of the International Competition for Conductors in Besancon, France, after 
which he spent one year in Vienna at the Music Academy. He also studied 
with Charles Munch in Tanglewood and in Diisseldorf with Jean Martinon. 

In 1963 he was appointed Assistant Conductor of the Montreal 
Symphony. In 1968 he became the Music Director of the Kalamazoo 
Symphony Orchestra, and two years later, accepted the post of Associate 
Conductor of the Detroit Symphony Orchestra. From 1973 to 1980 he was the 
Music Director of the Edmonton Symphony Orchestra. Since 1980, Mr. Hétu 
has continued his guest conducting with major Canadian orchestras across 
North America and has taught conducting both privately and in master classes. 
Pierre Hétu is now Associate Professor and the resident conductor of the 
University of Toronto Symphony Orchestra. 


Brad Thachuk received his Bachelor of Music Degree in Performance 

~ (classical guitar) from the University of Toronto, Faculty of Music in 1993. He 
is currently a student of the Special Program for Conductors, studying under 
Maestro Pierre Hétu. He began his conducting studies in 1990, and since then 
has conducted orchestras in Switzerland and the Czech Republic as well as in 
Canada. In the summer of 1992; at the age of 21, Brad placed sixth in the 
International Masterplayers Competition for Conductors held in Lugano, 
Switzerland. Most recently Brad was an active participant in a four day 
masterclass with Maestro Gustav Meier and the Windsor Symphony. Next year 
Brad plans on continuing his studies in the Czech Republic. 


Kerim Anwar is a performed composer/guitarist and a recent honours graduate 
of the University of Toronto's Faculty of Music. His studies have included 
composition with Walter Buczynski, Alexander Rapoport, and orchestration 
with Lothar Klein and Phil Nimmons. Foremost, his avid interest in 
conducting has led to studies in the Special Program for Conductors under the 
guidance of Maestro Pierre Hétu. Next year Kerim plans to continue 
conducting and composing studies at the graduate level abroad. 





Julie Kang, pianist, began piano lessons at the age of 6 in her hometown of 
Toronto. At the age of 9, she was accepted as a scholarship student in the 
Associateship Diploma Program at the Royal Conservatory of Music, where she 
studied with James Anagnoson. She has performed at Massey Hall in the 
highly successful "Monster Concert" with Eugenne List in 1980. She has also 
appeared as a soloist with the Royal Conservatory Orchestra conducted by 
Victor Feldbrill, at the Art Gallery of Ontario. 

Julie has won several prizes and scholarships. She has participated in master 
classes with Claude Frank, Ivan Moravec, Arthur Papazian and Agustin 
Anievas. At the age of 16, Julie continued her studies with Eleanor Sokoloff 
from the Curtis Institute of Music. In 1987, she was accepted as a student at 
the Juilliard School in New York where she studied with Oxana Yablonskaya. 
During her years there, she performed numerous times in the "Wednesday at 
One" series at Alice Tully Hall, Lincoln Center and the "Focus Festival of 
Modern Music." In 1988, she was the recipient of the William Petschek 
scholarship for piano. Julie is currently studying with Patricia Parr.
